Doc. 29. — Pennant to the call 
made through the Evanoslist 
some time since, a few brethren 
met to consider tbe Mission ques- 
tion, especially ae it par tains to 
our Western interests. 

On motion, Joseph Michaels 
waa chosen Moderator of the 
meeting, and A. J. Hixson, Sec- 
retary. Then the consideration 
of a plan was proeeedad with and 
finally adopted iu substance as 
follows : 

1. Tbe Missionary Board shall 
consiBt ot a missionary and treas- 
urer. 

2. The duty of the missionary 
shall be, to answer all calls made 
to him and till them hb effectually 
as lies in his power, 

3. The missionary sliull make 
collections on his work trom 
time to time, and announce pub- 
licly the amt. ot stud collection, 
and charge the same to his ac- 
000 nt. 

4. The missionary shall make 
monthly reports of his work 
through the Evanubust and as 
much ottener as practicabia. 

6. The missionary shall re- 
ceive one dollar and a half pr. day 
and his traveling expenses. 

6. Each organized church call- 
ing on the chosen missionary tor 
church work shall pay all the 
the expenses ol said meeting. 

7. The treasurer shall hold all 
fuuds and pay them out on the 
demand ot the missionary. 

8. The treasurer shall make 
monthly reports of the state of 
the treasury, through Brethren's 
Evangelist. 

9. We I request that 'each 
church meet at once in business 
council and take steps to raise 
at least one dollar pr. member: 
but we do not wish this so con- 
etrued as to prevent greater con- 
tributions. 

10. Each church shall appoint 
a solicitor whose duty shall be to 
call upon each member and re- 
ceive the contribution, report 
•aid amount to the church in 
which collected and forward it 
to Biate Treasurer. 

11. It was unanimously agreed 
that Fred C. Schafer,. of Mnl- 
vane, Kane,, be continued as 
State Treasurer until bis success- 
or is elected. 

12. Bro. W, J. H. Bauman 
was chosen by the unanimous 
Toice ot all present to serve as 
missionary for the state of Kane,, 
until his successor shall he elect- 
ed. 

IS. On motion, it was decided 
to adjourn to meet in state con- 
vention Aug, 19, 1886, at tbe city 
of Lawrence, at 10 o'clock A. M,

No General Convention. 
And now, after reading 
"Church Discipline," in No. 61 
and contemplating the rough 
voyage ot life that we have been 
subjected to in the last few years 
in being steered by creeds, coun- 
cils and decisions, I am aroused 
to give hearty aeseut to the arti- 
cle retered to above. 

The record of the government 
of the Dunkard church is com- 
pleted and may be read by any 
one whtn we simply refer to the 
Brethren's almanacs and the 
Book ot Minutes. Previous to 
the Annual Meeting era the his- 
tory of our Brethren is meager, 
comparvd with the later record, 
and is not our full ho sinipiy and 
plainly described that it may be 
considered a piece ot tolly to 
plunge ourselves into an error 
knowingly '! Certainly such an 
error committed the second time 
with former and personal experi- 
ence may be counted the worst, 
which I i-ame very near committ- 
ing. 

Creeds and councils and eccle- 
siastical decisions lor unity in 
church fellowship have not only 
Hpenl themselves iti i Utile efforts 
to attain to that end aud tailed, 
but their records of timea punt 
tills worlds with sorrow, woe .mil 
blood -Bheddiug. 

The greatest and best rule of 
lite is to pursue the plan 
that succeeds until it fails, and 
then to immediately discard 
it, aif I tbe plau that fails in 
the onset to accomplish the end 
intended is considered a failure. 
But bow does it come with all 
the testimony ot tbe vast amount 
of corruption that has attended 
creeds aud councils of m«n aud 
have always failed in the end 
intended, that we are not now 
ready to consider them a failure? 
Instead of us lookiug to coun- 
cils to guide us into the channels 
of righteousness let us hearken 
and give diligence to the decis- 
ions ot the Lord and the Apos- 
tles ; vis. that every one must 
give au account of his steward- 
ship, that every one must bear 
his own burden, and that we 
do not make this liberty into 
which we have been called an 
occasion to the flesh. 

No doubt the scriptures de- 
mand care to be exercised over 
one another iu church fellowship, 
but there is a vaet difference in 
doiug this duty by rules and laws 
mnde for the laity .in ecclesias- 
tical councils or in love that is 
inspired by the study of the un- 
fathomable treasures of the Holy 
Scriptures ; making them our 
only infallible rule of faith and 
practice. They are a safe guide 
and will not lead into any thing 
dangerous, as general conven- 
tions are liable to do.
